p/&o governing the Fiſhermen and others. It remains now to ſhew, how it is to beput into aRion , his Majeſty having declared - fic, by his Letter , and 
hnce by his Letters Patents, that his great deſign in making it a National work , is, to ſet up the ſeveral Manufactures thereof, for the employment of 
- all tus poor Subje&ts to get their livings thereby, and for encreafing of Trade both by Sea and Land. And ſeeing that the ManufaRures belonging to, 
the making of the Nets, muſt firſt be learned by thoſe that are to be ſet on work , there muſt be Teachers entertained in every Ward, Hamblet, Town 
and County , (for the Netherlanders, with whom we are to encounter, have praiſed this Fiſhtng-Trade a hundred years and upwards, of whom we 
are now to learn.) Therefore Hemp-drefſers muſt be gotten to beat and hatchel the Hemp, who may have Blocks, Beetles , and Hatchels provided, 
a a> cla and ſet upin the moſt convenient places , where Vagrants may be brought to work z and Twine-Spinners and Norſellers may have Wheels and Poſts 
| &c. to emplay-the Boys and Gicles in ſpinning and twiſting the Twine. Alſo Rope-makers to make Net-Ropes, Way-Ropes, Coyles, &c. Alio Beetſters and Braiders for the 
making of veer Wh and Nets, who are to have Needles, Pins, and Riſes, 8c. to work withal; and Tanners for ]anning and Drying the Deeipings and Nets, &c, Which 
being accompliſhed, then a Tan-houſe is 10 be ereQed near the Thames, or Rivers for water, and convenient grounds adjoyning , to hail th2 Nets out of the Copper to their 
drying-place, Next to inftru&t Coopers for the making of Herring-Barrels, according to the Hollanders manner, with ſhort Chynes, and moſt with Willow Hoops, and get the 
Clag-board cut jrit oi the skantlirg of a Barrel , and the Heacs alſo. This work each Cooper will perform at his own houſe ; and when he hath a quanity fitted to raiſe , 
he may then bring them to the Store houſe, and make them up there. And to provide Hemp, Tools, and Teachers , for the making of Neipings and Nets , as is before men- 
xy whereby the poor may learn the Trades, and be employed to get their livings. It 15 1s requiſite , that ſome of the Monies colle&ted by the Briefs may be uſed for per- 
forming the ſame , notwithſtanding the Letters Patents mentiors it to be for the erefting of Wharfs, Docks, Store-houſes, and Crannaries; ' But the ſcope and true meaning thereof 
is, to bear all other charges, as ſetting up Tan-houſes , with Coppers for Tanning of the Deipings and Nets, and providine Implements for the working-poor , and to pay the 
Officers and Miniſters that ſhall be ele&ed, corftituted, and deputed, by the Councel of the Royal Fiſhings. Alſo to furniſh a Lottery for advancirg of more monies , which 
will plentifully perform all things that is to be done, For in many Pariſhes there have been large Colle&ons , whereof a true account is kept , andwhenall is b:oughtin , 
ſhall be publithed in particulars , and how the ſame is iſſued out, the better to give fat] faction to thoſe that are coubtirg of a right employ ment thereof. No for raiſing 
Stocks in every Ward, Eamblet, Town and County , for the building of a Buſs, to be ſetyout to the Fiſhing grouncs, as is expreſſed in the Book , called, The Narrative 
of the Koyal Fiſhings, I ſhall leave ir to the diſcretion of thoſe that are beſt verſed therxin. When as they fird the poor people are able to make the Deipings, for until 
| a 200d quantity of Nets be made ready, it is in vain to build Buſſes, Wharfs, Docks, Stoxehouſes, &c. or make Kerring- Barrels, or other Proviſ.ovs , befcre Nets, Hooks, 
Lines, for taking the Herrings and Coad, &c. be made ready. to perform the ſame.. Andif any have a def:re himſelf alone, or in affociation with others , to ſet out 
- a Puls, or more, to be ready again(t the laſt of May , whereby to begin the Fiſhing for pickled Eerrings of Shor/and , where the firlt Skole of Herrings ariſeth in June 
* Flowing, as is expreſſed in the Book , called, The Royal Herring Buſs Fiſhing ; he-1$ firtt to yet him a knowing man , to 2& his buſineſs for him, accorcing to the Rules in 
ſaid Book: ſet down &xa&tly ; and ſo with God's bleſſing he may find that employment very profitable for him , and in two or three years double Ins Stock , buying 
| his proviſions in the frugalleſt way , with ready mony, both Hemp to make his Nets, Lines Cordage, &c. and Clap-boards to make his Barrels , and Timber , Iron, 
ch, Tar, Roſen, Deals, Maſts, Canvaſs, &c. for building his Buſſes,' Boats , &c. Alſo his Sale and Viftualling , and all Utenfils belonging , at the beſt hand, Then 
tring a 2ood Fiſherman for Maſter. of the Buſſe to provide his own Company, being fourteen Men anda Boy, whereof five to be good Gippers, Packers, and Coopers , 
xd the reſt common Mariners , for putting out and halling in the Nets, and for Stowage ; the Maſter may agree with them, either by Wages, or by Shares , as beſt 
> can; andafter one years experience gained , the Owner may order the employment berter and better , having the Accommodation of a Tan-houſe, Wharfs, Docks, 
ore-houſes, &c. may there have a Fleet of Nets, Cask , Salt, and all other Provicons in readineſs againlt the return of the Buſs ; who after the landing of her Fiſh 
nd Nets, whichare preſently to be waſhed out, Peeted, and Tanned, and her Fiſh made Merchantable , the Buſs is preſently to take freſh Nets, Salt , Cask, Vidtuals , 
nd all Neceſſaries, and return to the Fiſhing grounds again ; and the Herrings and Cod is to be difiributed unto the ViRualling Houſes, Inns, Taverns , and Ale-houſes, 
3 by the Commiſſion is dire&ed, which is great encouragement , beſides all other privilges. os | 
And whereas divers ſelf-ſeekins Merchants and others, are procuring to buy Veſſels , Nets, Cas, and all other Materials uſed for the Fiſhings , of the Hollanders, out of 
| covetous defire to take the benefit of our home-vent , being 3o s. a Barrel , which will turn them to great profit , not regarding the miierable condition of our own 
Poor , who are read@to periſh , without preſent relief in the Employment , by the ſeveral MahufaQtures : Therefore it is high time to ſet out a Declaration , prohibiting - 
2 buying of Hollands Buſſes, Nets, or any their ManufaQures ; and to declare , that none are to have any benefit by the privileges granted , but thole that employ = 
Poor in making their Nets, and Coopers in making their Casks , Shipwrights to build their Buſſes and Boats, an Rope-makers, Smiths , andall other Manufattur 
onging. : 
”* Thin as the Herrings and Barrel- Cod ſhall exceed their home-vent, whereby they muſt ſeck out Forreign vent ( which God grant ) before the ſeven years expire , 
that is limited for free Cuſtome , Inwards of the proceed of the Fiſh granted by his Majeliy ; The Pickled Herrings vended in Exftland , within the Baltick, Sea, for 
Poland , Leiffland, and thoſe parts, the Returns will be in Hemp, Clap- boards, Deals, Maſts, Pitch, Tar, Corn , and ſuch like Commodities ; and from France in Salt, 
Roſſen, Cork , Sail-cloth, Brandy, which are uſeful for the Fiſhings , and pays but ſmall Cuſtoms, AD 3s 
Now whereas the Right Honorable the Lord High Treaſurer of England , being informed by ſome friends of the Hollanders, That his Majeſty's Grant of ſeven years 
of free Cuſtoms of the Returns Inwards of the Fiſh vended in Forreign parts , will amount unto two hundred thouſand pounds a year : I aniwer, firſt, That the forreign 
Vent muſt amount unto two millions of pounds , to produce two hundred thouſand pounds Cvfioms, which all men will jucge it impoſhble , although a thouſand Buſles 
ſhould be built, and all the Fiſh they take be exported. Secondly , I anſwer and ſay , That one year at leaſt of the ſeven will be jpent in reaching the poor people and others 
20 make the Deipings, and all ManufaQuures thereto belonging ; and two or three years more will be jpent in making the Neeipings and Nets , WR a ca—_ 
quantity, at leaſt five or fix thouſand Nets , mult be for the ſetting out of a hundred Bufſes to take the Herrings. . Then if within a yur oO _—_ _ can ve & . 
{and Buſſes builded and fitted out, they will be employed in fiſhing our own Fiſhing-grounds to ſerve our own Nation; which the Hollancers nave a long ume enjoyed, an
